These two Universities, says the editor of the 
+ Household Words,” consist of forty-one Col- 
leges—twenty-four at Oxford, and seventeen at 
Cambridge. They are two learned corporations, 
governed by their own laws and their own dia- 
nitaries, assembling in Oxford under the name 
of a Convention, and in Cambridge, under that 
of a Senate. Each College, however, has its 
own peculiar laws, its own funds, and its own 
spectal character. One is more devoted to the- 
ology, another to philosophy, another to classical 
literature, another to medicine ;

are distinguished, like the Magdalens at Cam- 
bridge, for such qualifications as are more akin | 
to the arts and mysteries of the grand turf than |

In each University. one college takes the lead 
of the rest, like a Triton among the fishes. lu 
Oxford. it is Christ's Church; and in Cambridge 
itis Trinity. There are the royal apartments 
for the sovereign; and there, upou the largest 


eule, you may perceive the distinguishing pe- 


culiarities of college lite. Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, is, we believe, the richest college in the | 
world; but its chape! is not so large, nor so 

transcendently beautiful as that of King’s Col 
lege: nor is its dining-hall so large as that of 

Christ's Church, Oxford. The finest chapel in | 
the world is that of King's College, and vet it is | 
only appropriated for seventy Eaton boys, for 
whose sake alone King’s College was endowed, 
und the chapel built. That chapel is three 
hundred and sixteen feet interior, two hundred 
and ninety-one 2 and the height of the 
ceiling, seventy-eight. It contains twenty-six 
windows, each fifty feet high. and all but one 
the west—magnificently painted, and so costly ' 
in their preservation that the very cleaning and 
burnishing of each window. which must be done | 
in London, piece by piece inflicts a bill of £200 | 
on the college treasury. Such magniticence is 

not to be seen im any cathedral in England. 

Trinjty College Chapel is smaller, being only | 
two hundred and tour feet in length, interior, | 
and forty-four feet high. though even this is 
much longer than Oxford Cathedral, which is 
the chapel of Christ Church College. But as 
Trinity College contains about one-third of the 
students of Cambridge, its chapel is filled to 
avenflowing, and is one of the most interesting | 
sights which the University presents; for, at

An Unknown Land. 

The English have recently made a settlement 
at Aden, near the Red Sea. Having once ob- 
tained a foothold, they, English like, began to 
push about them, and one of their first discov- 
eries Was a river where none was marked upon 
any — and upon this they steamed 300 miles 
without finding the least obstruction. Having 
now passed round this continent, let us look up 
For half a century the Eng- 
lish government have been expending lives and 


treasures in a partial exploration. ey have 
found that this whole tract of country is one of 
amazing fertility and beauty, abounding in gold 
and all sorts of tropieal vegetation. ere are 


hundreds of woods, invaluable for dying and 
architectural pu „ nat found in other por- 
tions of the world. Through it for thousands of 
miles aweeps a river, from three to six miles 
broad, with clear water and unsurpassed depth, 
flowing on at the rate of two or three miles 
an hour, without rock, shoal, or snag to interrupt 
its navigation. Other rivers pour into this their 
tributary waters, of such volumes as must have 
required hundreds of miles to be collected, yet 
they seem searcely to enlarge it. This river 
pours ite waters into the Atlantic through the 
most magnificent delta in the world, consisting 
— of a hundred mouths, extending pro- 

ably live hundred miles along the coast, and 
mostly broad, deep, and vavigible for steam- 
boats. Upon this river are scattered cities, some 
of which are estimated to contain a million of 
inhabitants, and the whole country teems with 
a dense population. 

Far in the interior, in the very heart of the 
continent, is a nation in an advanced stale of 
civilization. The grandeur and beauty of por- 
tions of the country through which the Ngee 
makes its sweeping circuit are indescribable. 
In many places its banks rise boldly a thousand 
feet, and are thickly covered with the richest 
vegetation of tropical climes. But all this vast 
and sublime country. this scope of neh fertility 
and romantic beauty, is apparently shut out for- 
ever hom the world. It is the negro’s sole pos- 
session. He need not fear the incursions of the 
white man there; for over this whole lovely 
country moves one dread malaria, and to the 
man itis the “valley of the shadow of death.” 
In expedition after expedition sent out from the 
English ports on the island of Ascension, no one 
in ten have returned alive—all have fallen vic- 
tims to this seemingly beautiful country. It 
sible for an Englishman to breathe 
that air.

Who is Responsible ? 
lt is often remarked as mattq of surprise, 
that public sentiment with us is no more posi- 
tive and efficient in favor of public morality — 
As evidence of its comparative impotence, we 
are pointed to the openness and shamelessness 
of vice, and to the feeble check that the moral 
sentiment of the better portion of Society holds 
upon it. 

It is said that our population is largely made 
up of people distinguished for their intelligence 
and energy of character. It would be expected 
therefore, that our society, throughout the State. 
would be noted for its good order and whole- 
some moral influence. But instead of this, it 
must be acknowledged that it is notoriously 
If, for instance, in any place, a 
few abandoned men choose to take advantage of 
the Sabbath to bring out their shows, their thea- 
ters, their bull-fights and the like, accompanied 
with martial music, drinking and carousing. it is 
tolerated. Not a voice is raised in remonstrance. 
No compact body of well-disposed men stand 
up together and maintain that these things are 
destructive to the peace and good order of 
society. 

Where, it is asked, is the evidence of the pres- 

wee of so much active and intelligent charac- 
te! ; Again, wef have laws against duelling— 
laws: pronounced by the united voice of the 
most enlightened communities to be wholesome 
and right. But here they are a dead letter, and 
seem to serve only as the occasion for men of a 
certain class to break their oaths. Where, it is 
asked, is the healthiness of the public sentiment 
that permits this perfidy—not to say, calls for it! 

We have men of unmixed selfishness, desti- 
tute of the very shadow and semblance of pub- 
lic spirit, and they are permitted to sit and leg- 
islate, and mock the community with the 
nefarious schemes which they strive to enact 
into laws. And year follows year, and the 


dame infliction is visited upon us with but little 
variation. Where is the evidence of the high 


character, the sound learning and the pure and 
independent spirit in all this, of which so much 
is said ? 13 

The more violent and bold in crime seem to 
be going at large everywhere, springing up and 
committing their depredations in every quarter; 
and it appears to awakeii but little concern on 
the part of any except those who are exposed to 
the robber and the assassin. It is not often that 
the question is raised, what effect is all this to 
have on the character and reputation of the 
State ! 

Nor does the frequent occurrence of these 
etimes awaken any genera! solicitude, and draw 
society together to establish such institutions as 


shall tend to prevent crime, protect the innocent, | 


and punish the guilty. Men are slow to give 
money and far slower to give time and effort to 
accomplish these purposes. 

‘Tf this is so it is asked again. where appears 
the evidence of that character distinguished for 
its intelligence and sterling worth, of which we 
have made our boast! Is it indeed wanting; 
has it oozed away and vanished ; or is it latent, 
waiting the propitious moment for o¢casion to 
show itself? 

Itcertainly is time that every serious man 
It is time that 
the inquiry was made, why public sentiment is 
so lax concerning these and other great wrongs. 
There je one reason which undoubtedly has 
mete weight than any other, and that is, the 
lack of local interest here. When people are 


pressed to take these things in hand, and as- 


reply, they are not going to stay here — 
ate not going to make this their home !— 


They cannot be held responsible for time, work 


well-disposed in a society like ours. It prevents 
cohesion and determined action; it leaves every 
one telling of the public faults and errors, with- | 


out permitting any to reéoguize the responsibil- 
ity of this state of affairs as his own. | 

Everybody complains, but few are ready to 
lay hold on the work of removing the causes of 
complaint. And they cannot afford to do this 
because, forsooth, they are here to make money, 
and can t stop to look after the character or rep- 
utation of the State! It cant very well. be 
made so bad that it wont’t yield Fortunes, and 
as long as it does that rapidly, it answers its 
chief end Now we need not say that this is 
exactly the position we occupy. And there re- 
sults, as a consequence, this strange indiflerence 
to public wrong and outrage. Every decent 
man complains of it, but very few are willing to 
put their hands boldly to the work of reform.— 
The many are too busy, and besides, they are 
going away in a year or two years, and what 
is the character of society to them 

Now let any candid man answer, can a State 
where every vice grows rampant be moulded 
into civilization and good order, if the good 
and the true are to be so inditlerent and nega- 
tive in their influence’ It is not possible. — 
The good of society requires exactly the opposite 
course. The common sentiment must be 
reversed. A brief residence here, instead of 
beinga reason for indifference and maction on 
the part of good people, must be acknowledged 
to be the strongest reason for prompt and effi- 
cient exertion. This is a forming society, and 
there is everything todo. If men who love to 
do good are here but for a brief period, let them 
work the faster and more earnestly for that very 
reason. Let every such one determine not to 
leave the State till he has distinetly made his 
mark here, in some way that will tell in favor of 
some substantial good to society. The truth is 
—and we need not disguise it—our well-dis- 
posed cit'vens must take a more active part in 
moral and salutary movements, or we are at 
a stand-still! 

There must be the manifestation of more 
local interest, and what may be called State 
pride, or we shall never retrieve our character ; 
and our very name will bea reproach the world 
over! We shall have a corrupt government, ad- 
ministered by the basest of men. We shall 
continue to have crime and disorder of every 
kind and name. The eorrupt and the avari- 
cious will dare to do anything. Respect for 
right and righteousness will die out. Factions 
and cliques will be perpetually quarrelling 
over their conflicting schemes of ambition and 
gain. 
| Of this we have seen enough. From this we 
have suffered enough. And it needs but the 
united action of the sober-minded citizens of our 
State to put down these mischievous proceed- 
Let 
all such act while here, be the time longer or short- 
er, as if this was their home and was to be the 
home of their children after them, and a better 
state of aflairs would soon grow up. Let this 
be the case. and what a clearing out of corrupt 
otlicers would take place, and what a flight of 
criminals and outlaws from the power of those 

who were honest and faithful. What a substi- 
tution of economy for waste, and honesty for 
corruption. What a rearing of institutions of 
reliuion and learning, in place of those of folly 
and vice! But we say again, this reform and 
renovatien cannot take place without the united 
and active influence of good people throughout 
the State. whether they are temporary or per- 
manent residents.

Public Document. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
fearing that n longer procrastination might jeo- 
pardize the opportunity this session of correcting 
such portions of the School Law as are deemed 
necessary,’ has at last made his Second Annual 
Report to the Legislature. 

The report itself covers six pages of the docu- 
ment, while the appendices cover thirty-three 
pages. The brevity of the report is not an ob- 
jection to it. The appendices could not con- 
veniently have been made longer, without more 
in them. 

The report assumes that California is the“ U/- 
tima Thule of States, in the sisterhood of the 
Union.“ Are we therefore to infer that the au- 
thor is opposed to Gen. Greene as Commissioner 
to the Sandwich Islands: going on purpose to 
place he Ultima Thule” there! Or was there 
some other reason for referring to the Ultima 
Thule! 

But it is not our purpose to ask questions. 
We have a word to say concerning the docu- 
ment. We are glad that it is published. We 
thank the Superintendant for the information 
contained therein. We are sorry the facts would 
not allow a more flattering exhibit of the condi- 
tion of our public schools, and our School funds. 
We are mortified by the state of things which 
the report shows. It is a reproach to the people 
of California. | 

San Francisco has a City School system of its 
own. Five small counties have been organised 
into districts. There are four more counties with 
vue district each, organized at some point. From 
most of the counties no reports whatever. No 
moneys have been given to any districts. There 
are not, even now, funds enough in the treasury, 
for schools, to make it worth while to have any 
disbursed at present ! 

The Superintendent suggests that there are 
defects and omissions in the present School 
Law. He introduces the subject of amendments 
thereto by the following lucid sentence : “ It was 
scarcely to be expected that any school law, 
however carefully drawn and maturely consider- 
ed, would be found perfect in all its parts and 
adapted to our anomalous condition, both as it 
respécis the heterogeneous character of our popu- 
lation, unlike in customs, habits and language 
—and—what! 

It appears that the section of the School Laws 
creating the office of County Superintendent of 
Schools, was omitted by the enrolling clerk ; so 
that no one could hold the office legally. This 
is not the first, nor the second time, we have had 
such carelessness. Clerk legislation has been at 
work on Schools as well as State Prisons. What 
will the blundering clerk try his hand at next? 
Pity he could not leave out the enacting clause 
of the bill providing for his own pay. | 


Assessors of the various counties be constituted 


The recommendation of Mr. Marvin — 


the County Superintendents of Schools, is very 
well; provided the Assessors are chosen with a 
view to the discharge of such duties. One may 
make a good Assessor and not be fit for a Super- 
intendent of Schools; just as one may be good 
judge of horse flesh, and not be qualified thereby 
to become assayer in a mint. 

But when the Superintendent recommends 
that the law be altered so as to allow denomina- 
tional and parochial schools to receive “a pro rata 
division of the school money,” we must be al- 
lowed to object. Indeed we are surprised that 
so discriminating a man should make the re- 
commendation. The School Law is right as it 
is, in that respect. It conforms to the constitu- 
tion, Th@t instrument provides that certain 
moneys “shall be inviolably appropriated to the 
support of Common Schools throughout the 
State. Now, denomigmtional and parochial 
schools are private schools, and not common 
schools. They may be public schools in some 
narrow sense—as open to such as will come and 
comply with regulations; but they are not 
common schools. Common schools are those 
which exist under a city or State organization, 


agents. To bestow the school money, therefore, 
on any but public schools OR this sort last men- 
tioned, would be a perversion of money, “ invio- 
lably appropriated to the support of Common 
Schools.” Not only would such a proceeding be 
unconstitutional, but it would be destructive. 
It would breed trogble at once. Not one in ten 
of those who pay money for school purposes will 
be satisfied, if a portion of it must go to every 
denominational school. It would take from the 
common schools what of right belonged to them, 
and it would injure them by multiplying the 
number of private and parochial schools. For, 
when any kind of a school, that teaches cértain 
branches, can come in for a share of the funds. 
every denominational school that can be started. 
— Roman Catholic, Episcopal, Methodist, Presby- 
terian, Baptist—and so on, every private school: 
parochial or otherwise, every family school, will 
be entitled to funds. There can be no limitation. 
All that ask must have. It would soon come to 
that. that no system of common schools could 
}flourish. If we are ever to have any common 
school fund, let us build up common schools 
with it, and not begin so early to contrive how it 
can all be frittered away among the sects. 

As to the recommendation concerning “ uni- 
formity in school books,” we like it well enough. 
but we do not see how it can be enforced ; es- 
pecially in the denominational schools, since 
they would be so “ positioned,” though the Su- 
perintendent should receive them under his 
fatherly care, that the instructors would be quite 
independent of him in the matter of books, and 
might teach, bevond a few rudiments what, 
how, from what, and when they pleased. 

We hope, therefore, the Legislature will sup- 
ply the omission in the school law, and wait 
awhile to see if it has any serious defects. Cer- 
tainly there need be no haste in providing that 
denominational schools shall have a share of ‘the 
school money until there is some money to pay 
out. And so long as the Superintendent's oflice 
needs furniture, lights and fuel, as well as a 
large library, we do’ not think it modest in par- 
ochial schools to ask for public money. 

In looking over the appendix which contains 
the census returns of the number of children in 
the various counties; we see that San Francisco 
county is reported to contain 2,282 children, and 
Sacramento county 2,151—difference 131. Now 
there must be some error somewhere ; for San 
Francisco county is reported to contain, 36.151 
people, and Sacramento county 12,589. We 
think that the number of children in this county 
is given too small, and also the number of in- 
habitants in Sacramento county. Otherwise the 
discrepancies are very great. 

ln conclusion we hope our worthy Superin- 
tendéent will keep agitating the subject of schools 
and education, and never give up till he can 
have the happines of exhibiting a much more 
flattering account of our educational affairs.

Our friend and valued correspondent Dr. Kel- 
logg, whose Botanical researches evince the ar- 
dor and enthusiasm of the true lover of this sci- 
ence, has taken great pains to acquaint himself 
thoroughly with the appearance, nature, and 
properties of this poisonous plant.

Une of the most destructive fires that has 
visited our city, for a long time occurred on 
Monday night. About half past eleven, that 
large and well known frame hotel the Rassette 
House was discovered to be on fire. Such was 
the combustible nature of the building, which 
was constructed entirely ef wood, cotton canvass 
and paper, that the alarm was scarce sounded 
before the whole of the immense building was 
one dense mass of smoke and flame. The 
whole of the inflammable mass ignited like tin- 
der, or rather went with the rapidity of a flash. 
The firemen always on the alert, and prompt to 
action were early on the ground battling against 
their fiery foe. They could do nothing however 
toward saving the building on fire, —the great 
difficulty was to prevent the spread of the flames 
to the inflammable structures in the Vicinity, a 
number of which mostly small frames were de- 
stroyed, and others considerably damaged.— 
Such was the intense heat that the outsides of 
buildings. were charred at the distance of a 
square. The buildings destroyed are twelve in 
number. The Oriental Hotel was in great dan- 
ger, so much so that a number of persons lodg- 
ing there left the house, and a considerable por- 
tion of the furniture was removed. Through 
the exertions@mf the firemen however, and the 
precaution of covering the exposed portion of 
the building with wet carpets, this danger was 
avoided. 

The scene at the Rassette House was a terrific 
one. The greater portion of those staying at 
the house, had gone to bed, but many had not 


-yet retired, who upon the first alarm rushed to 


their rooms to secure their baggage and valua- 
bles. Such was the rapid progress of the flames, 
that the egress of many of both these parties 
was cut off, and they were compelled to make 
their escape through windows upon adjoiming 
tenements and to desced ladders, a number 
of which were placed for this purpose. Men, 
women and children were rescued in this man- 
ner, and the excitement of the scene was in- 
tensely painful, We regret to learn that rumors 
are prevalent that there were several persons 
lost in this disastrous conflagration. This report 
is contradicted, but we regret that the opinion 
expressed by many who were in the building at 
the time of the, fire, induces the belief that 
there were unfortunate beings who perished in 
this way. We hope that an examination of the 
books of the house which were saved, may 
show that this is not the case. 

The less of property at this fire is estimated 
at not short of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars.

Sandwich Island Correspondence. 
Lanatna, S. I., March 25th, 1853. 

Dear Sir: — Various causes have delayed my 
promised correspondence, chiefly the pressure 
of duties or doties incident to getting settled in 
a new home. We left San Francisco on the 22d 
of Dec. last, in the “ Sovereign of the Seas,” 
and after a boisterous, tedious passage of twenty- 
five days, landed at Honolulu. I have now been 
in Lahaina about six weeks, and will give you 
a few of my impressions of things. 

The aspect of the place is pleasant to those 
approaching from the sea. As we came from 


and gray buildings, shrouded in the dense ve 
dure of groves of bread fruit and kukui tree, 
the grand plumage of the Cocoa-nut waving 
over all. Up the slope, back of the town lay 
the buildings of Lahainaluna, the native Col. 


‘lege. We came to anchor one hundred od. 


from shore in the roadstead, sheltered by the 
surrounding islands. No ships were in port 
though fifty whalers have visited us since tha 
time, and the tall masts of some twenty still 
give the place quite a commercial aspect. Thi. 
is the chief dependance of the place for bud. 
ness, Honolulu absorbing most of the other com. 
merce. From one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred of these ships touch here annually for up- 
plies, and support two large mercantile estab. 
lishments belonging to Americans. Most of the 
other stores, some of them well furnished, ar- 
kept by Chinamen. 

Let me give you an idea of society at this 
place. At Lahainaluna are Messrs Alexan. 
der & Pogue, instructors in the Seminary, with 
their families. Close by the landing, lives the 
Pastor of the natives, Rev. Mr. Baldwin, whom 
every one knows as an old settler, and whose 
abundant hospitality is generally appreciated 
I may mention also the families of the Consul. 
his assistant, the Seamen’s Chaplainand a few 
others. A few gentlemen reside here as func. 
tidharies in the service of the Hawaiian gover). 
ment. As additions to our society the laidie. 
of sea-captains occasionally stay with us through 
a season while their husbands are absent in the 
Arctic ocean. At public worship on the Sabbath 
in the Seamen’s Chapel, about fifty white tes. 
dents are usually present. Besides these ther. 
is a large number of stragglers, men whose hal 
its and oecupations render them unenviable 
members of society. 

There are in the place three physicians, one of 
them superintendent of the American Hospital 
and three lawyers, one district attorney, with « 
salary of a $1,000 from government, A justice. 
sheriff, and deputies find ample business in La- 
haina, growing chiefly out of the sale of arden: 
spirits. And yet this sale is wholly illegal 
Fines of above $1,000 for selling liquor have bee: 
collected the past year; and yet I can point you 
out a score of shops in three minutes walk, where 
this vile traffic is secretly carried on. The law 
is positive and fines heavy, but there is too little 
vigor in its execution. Too many in this place 


live by the business to make its suppression 


easy. 

Talking of rum reminds one of cold water. 
We had begun to think Lahaina a dry place, no 
considerable shower having fallen during our 
stay. But for the past twenty-four hours the 
sweet ruin has steadily poured, drenching the 
parched earth. Much rain falls in the winter 
season ; little or none during the summer. The 
vegetation on this plain of two miles in length 
by three-quarters of a mile in width, is abun- 
dantly sustained by irrigation from a mountain 
torrent, which never wholly fails. Everywhere 
under the soil, but a few feet, is abundance 01 
water at all seasons, nearly on a level with the 
sea, but not perceptibly brackish. The chiet 
productions of the place are bread fruit, taro, co- 
coanuts, aud a species of squash, in great de- 
mand among the shipping. Supplies of potatoe< 
are brought down from another part of the Island. 
Melons, grapes, figs, &c., are abundant. Deli— 
cious beef is always to be had in the market at 
6 cents per pound; poultry 25 cents; turkeys ! 
to $1 50; eggs 2 to 3 rials per doz. White la- 
bors is $2 to $3 per day. Good mechanics can 
earn $4 to $5 per day. The cost of living in the 
Islands I judge to be rather more than double 
that in the Eastern States. *

Mr. MeCandless presented a petition of citizens of 
Coloma, praying for the enactment of a law similar to 
the Maine Liquor Law. Referred to Mr. MeCaudless as 
a Special Committee of one, 

Mr. MeMeans, from Committee on Ways und Means 
reported favorable to bill concerning licenses. 

Bill tor the relief of indigent sick was taken from the 
table, and House went into Committee of the Whole, 
for its consideeation. After discussion on various 
amendments, Committee rose and reported back the 
bill ta the House.

reported two bills in accordance therewith. 

rhe first bill, for establishing a State Insane Asylum, 
was then considered in Committee of the Whole, and 
after being amended was passed unanimously. 

This bill gives one physician $5000 per annum, and 
the other physician 8000, with furniture, Kc, and 
makes their term two years. The appointment of the 
Trustees and the physicians is vested in the Governor. 

The bill abolishing the present State Hospital system 
was taken up and passed. 

Ilouse met. Several petitions presented. 

A bill for compensation of additional clerks to the 
Comptroller was passed. 

A bin for the Aelief of C. E. Pickett was considered 
in Committee of the Whole, and after a lengthened 
discussion, on its final passage was lost. But this vote 
was re-considered and the bill passed, the payment 
being made out of the general fund instead of the hos- 


pital fund. 
The Committee on Hospitals re 1 back the bill 


“for the relief of the indigent sick, with the amendment 


contained in the instructions. 

The amendments were ado , and after a protract- 
ed discussion the bill was ordered to be engrossed.— 
Ayes 31, nays 11.

Poison Oak. 


This is commonly a low shrub two to four feet 
high, with somewhat variable foliage: in the 
early leaf and growing peri<d its tender shoots 
ate dull red with a gross varnished surface, at 
maturity the color is green, but in autumn it as- 
sumes a bright scarlet or red hue. The leaves 
are tri-foliate (i. e. in 3's) on pretty long foot- 
stalks, somewhat heart-shaped at the base, the 
lateral leaflets one-sided or wider on one side 
of the mid-rib than the other, entire, or a few 
blunt teeth, or often irregularly lobed with open 
indentitures resembling the oak-leaf; hence the 
common name of Poison Oak. It has really no 
relation whatever to the oaks, but is a species 
of the Sumach, known botanically as the Rhus 


Toxicodendron. For all practical purposes there 


is no.difference, between the blunt or sharp- 


pointed, toothed, or lobe-leafed kinds. (The. 


Poison Sumach proper, of swamps, is not like- 
ly to be confounded with the above.) This 
shrub is now in bloom, several racemes of green- 
ish yellow flowers, somewhat like the garden 
currant, spring from the axils or from the sides 
of the general leaf foot-stalks—the berries are 
roundish and smooth, about the size of the 
smallest peas and of a pale chestnut, yellowish 
grey, or more commonly whitish ashy color when 
ripe, — 
In every section of California we need but to 
introduce the subject, to hear a tale of the sore 
affliction of some unlucky wight who has fallen 
a vietim in a greater or less degree to this poi- 
on shrub—to avoid it. is impossible. for it is 
ever-present along our path; not to know it, is 
both dangerous to ourselves and others: several 
instances have come to our knowledge recently 
of ladies being poisoned by boquets, presented 
with the kindest intentions. Many persons we 
are aware plume themselves upon their own pe- 
culiar exemption from its influence, but we have 
seen cause in onr personal experience to be cau- 
tious; we often handle it with care, and recollect 
on one occasion to have accidentally chewed it, 
swallowed the juice, and carelessly smeared 
face and hands and were not poisoned ; at other 
times we have been among the suflerers. Some 
persons are very susceptible being poisoned by 
simply coming within the sphere of this shrub. 
without touching it. The poixon is also some- 
times so absorbed into the system as to be elim- 
inated upon the surfaee in such quantities (by 
long continued perspiration and other favorable 
susceptibilities) as to appear nearly every sea- 
son for ten or twenty years after the first 
original poisoning (Col. C. of (Ja., is an exempli- 
fieation of this latter term of years) a few have 
been obliged to abandon our mines altozether. 
while others have actually lost their lives from 
the effects of the poison. | | 
This low shrub seeks the shade. although com- 
mon in very dry localities and open exposures : 
it is wonderfully changed in general appearance 
by its locality ; when flourishing neat trees, it he- 
coms all at once very aspiring, and the self-same 
obscure growth elsewhere, is transformed, as 
if by the enchanter’s wand into a slender creep- 
ing vine climbing to the tops of the tallest trees 
—from this circumstance it is also called Poison 
Vine, and Poison Ivy. This vicious vine, like 
the vile and crafty, creeps stealthily along the 
chinks of the noble oak, extending itself ath- 
wart those brawny arms, while a poisoned sphere 
répels the approach of its own dearest lovers ! 
How sad in its grandeur! Alas, may we not 
recognize in this, the visible emblems of the 
ills that beset the great and good, by too close 
proximity of station to those envenomed epip- 
hytes, who cling to merit, but to paison and re- 
pel! As wecontemplate these external objects, 
let us commune with our own hearts, and wise- 
ly peruse the world’s great volume to profit. 
The innocent and beautiful Ampelopsis Quing- 
uefolia or Five-leaved Creeper, has been at times 
an object of diead and odium, or perchance, fit- 
ful presumption in our childish days, by mistak- 


ing this harmless Creeper for the true Poison 
Creeper’ as the Rhus is often called, probably 
ſrom some fancied resemblance, or perhaps be- 


cause they both throw out myriads of little later- 


al ‘rootlets from their stems into the barks of 


trees by which they creep along their surfaces : 


also, the scarlet autumn foliage, common to both, 
and the casual general appearance. It should 
be observed that the Clematis or Virgin's Bower, 
Traveler's joy, &c., is also, sometimes mistaken 


the poison vine, and although this is acrid 

and blistering, it is not poisonous—the similar 
3-foliate leaf serves to foster the delusion, but it 
is readily distinguished by the fruit and flower, 
together with its more delicate vine, opposite 
leaves and swelled joints. Other varieties of the 
Rhus, little known abroad, we propose to notice 

. particularly in a future article ; the principal ob- 


jeet now is, to assist those whom it may concern, 


to engine the shrab, and thus avoid needless 
expasure ; also, to suggest a word in regard to 
treatment. The itching pimples, burning and 
swelling are too well known—avoid scratching, 
use sugar of lead in water as a wash—cotton 
bats: ese side dipped in elder-blossom tea, or in 
freak blood—e dram of iodine in an ounce of al- 
ee applied with a feather,—the speediest 
remedy known is half a dram of corrosive subli-
